Guadalupe spirit outshines miserable weather

THE MEXICAN-American celebration 
honoring Our Lady of Guadalupe last Sunday 
took on an Anglo-Saxon twist in San Diego when 
Mayor Pete Wilson received a special award for 
his efforts in behalf of the Mexican-American 
community — the Sociedades Guadalupanas. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher also presented a similar 
award to Assemblyman Peter Chacon after a 
Spanish Mass concelebrated by the bishop and 15 
other priests in San Diego’s Community Con- 
course Golden Hall. 


Accepting the award, Mayor Wilson told 
nearly 3,000 people in the hall that “‘San Diego es 
su ciudad.” 


BISHOP MAHER hailed the annual 
celebration of the Guadalupe feastday for 
“promoting devotion to the Virgin Mary and 
drawing people to her... Mexican-Americans will 
grow in love for Mary when they know the love 
she has for them.” 


The bishop was presented with a large scroll 
proclaiming establishment of a Bishop Leo T. 
Maher Scholarship Fund for Mexican-American 
college students. The fund was set up by the 
diocesan Spanish-Speaking Conference, headed 
by Msgr. Gilbert Chavez. 

On-and-off rain dampened the colorful 
costumes and gay decorations, but not the spirits 
of marchers as they walked with floats and 
bands from Our Lady of Guadalupe church to the 
Community Concourse.

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Father Fawcett disputes idea 
deacons will replace priests

A PRIEST’S prediction that deacons will 
replace priests by the end of the century is 
disputed by the director of the diaconate 
program in this diocese.. 


Father Eugene Kennedy, Maryknoll 
priest and psychology professor at Loyola 
University of Chicago, told the annual 
national meeting of the permanent 
diaconate in Houston: ‘‘Despite af- 
firmations to the contrary, despite all 
resistance stated in documents seven 
times sealed in wax, the (married) 
deacons of today are going to provide the 
priests of tomorrow.”’ 


Father Henry F’. Fawcett, director of the 
San Diego diocesan permanent deacon 
program, who attended the meeting, told 
the Southern Cross, ‘“‘With all due respect 
to Father Kennedy’s capabilities in other 
fields, I think he has failed to study the 
history of the diaconate. 


“WHAT HE IS REALLY predicting is 
that there will not be a permanent 
diaconate and what we have now is anew 
transitional diaconate. By tying the 
problem of priestly celibacy he has only 
confused two very distinct issues,’ said 
Father Fawcett. Boers 

Father William Philbin of Washington, 
D.C., director of the U.S. bishops’ com- 
mittee on the permanent diaconate, said 
he feels that even if the Vatican should 
ever decide to ordain married men to the 
priesthood, most deacons would not switch 
over. They prefer the idea of part-time 
church work while retaining secular jobs. 

(Father Philbin was killed in the 
United Airlines crash in Chicago Dec. 8.) 


Father Kennedy said he thought the 
Church was in an evolutionary stage 


whereby the ministry is moving out of the 
“celibate caste’ and into the hands of the 
laity. 


“IT HAVE HEARD. vocations in some 
places are increasing,’ he said. ‘“‘This 
depresses me. The lack of men entering 
the celibate priesthood is the solution to 
the problem we had when the Church was 
clerically bloated.” 


Father Fawcett, answering Father 
Kennedy for SC readers, said: ‘‘At the 
present stage of the restoration of the 
permanent deacon there is a continuing 
temptation to contrast the deacon with the 
priest. The result is to arrive at a negative 
identity of the diaconate. 


“The question the Church must ask is: 
‘How can the deacon render maximum 
service in an increasingly secular society 
where the impact of the Church and the 
gospel message of Jesus Christ is more 
and more ignored — a society where the 
presence of the Church is becoming less 
evident?’ 


“THE DEACON IS by his very nature, 
an intermediary and not a substitute for 
the priest — or a rival. If he becomes a 
substitute or 4 rival we will return to the 
difficulties of the early Church.” 


Father Fawcett said that to exist again, 
the deacon needs a strong challenge. ‘‘He 
will have to stand at the frontiers of society 
with his own identity as an ordained 
minister of Jesus Christ. 


‘“‘As an ordained servant and leader he 
will have to represent the teaching 
Church, to foresee society’s needs, to 
confront it with the Word of God, to bring it 
to the altar, and in turn to bring back the 
spiritual gifts to the front lines where the 
real renewal of society takes place.” 


Christ more concerned with ‘faith, 


hope, charity’ than Church structure

Church, a University of San 
Francisco theology 
professor said ina CCD adult 
education lecture. 


Father James P. Mackey, 
who also teaches philoso- 
phy, said the New Testa- 
ment tells us that Christ 
“Jaid down the ideals and 
qualifications he sought in 
the early Christian lead- 
ers.” 


The structure of the 
Church, with offices and 


titles came later, he said, 
when the apostles and other 
early followers were looking 
for ways ‘“‘to preserve and 
perpetuate the type of 
community Christ started.’ 


SPEAKING ON ‘Christ — 
Foundation of the Church,” 
Father Mackey said it is 
impossible to trace through 
the New Testament the 
development of Church 
structures and offices as we 
know them today. 


“They did not always have 
the same meaning or 
prerogatives.”’ 


Although names of offices 
and titles changed, they 
filled needs of the times and

helped to preserve and foster 
early Christianity. 

FATHER Mackey ob- 
served that while it is ‘“‘very 
regretful” there are strained 
relations between 
theologians and bishops, 
biblical research and 
scholarship should contin- 
ue “no matter where it 
leads us.” 


He said answers are being 
sought to such questions as 
“How can we be sure of what 
the historical Jesus said and 
did? Can we trace the Office 
of bishops to that of the 
apostles? Did Christ actually 
name Peter as the ‘rock’ on 
which he founded his 
Church?”’ 


Results of such study, he 
said, should not break links 
with Church tradition but 
should serve Christians in 
the present and help meet 
particular needs. 


THE CHURCH in- 
stitutionalization came after 
the death of the apostles 
when the ‘‘Jesus movement 
broke away from Judaism,” 
he continued. 


This movement was a 
result of the impact Christ 
had on his followers who 
regarded him as a “great 
prophet of religious faith,’’ 
and saw his ‘‘acceptance of 
everyone — especially the 
outcast — and his com- 
mitment to serve their 
needs.” 


“His minute providence 
for everybody and every- 
thing was his faith,” said 
Father Mackey. “He went 
around doing good. When 
they were hungry he fed 
them, when they were ill 
he cured them.” 


“HE DID THIS on the 
commitment of his own faith 
and the God he called his 
Father.” 


This type of commitment, 
Father Mackey said, *‘in- 
volved suffering, but it 
generated hope.”

Those of you who remember the bishop will be 
pleased to know he’s looking well and cheerful and 
surprised by some of the changes he found here. 


He was auxiliary under Bishop Charles F. Buddy for 
exactly four years, from April 6, 1956 to April 6, 1960, 
when he was translated to the Diocese of Covington, 
Kentucky. 


Elevator to heaven? 


The recent biography of Henry R. Luce, the Time- 
Life owner who died at 68 in 1967, has caused interest 
wherever it has been reviewed. This determined 
Christian and almost equally determined con- 
servative, headed a journalistic empire which 
changed the face of the art. 


Biographer W. A. Swanberg has come in for some 
heavy criticism. In a lighter vein, however, comes the 
review by former Time man Thomas Dozier. He 
quotes Swanberg as saying that Luce rode the elevator 
in the 49th Street office alone each morning and 
evening to and from his office suite. 


‘‘He prayed to God every morning as he ascended 36 
floors towards heaven. He wanted no interruption. . . 
The 36-floor prayer was repeated when he went down 
at the day’s end.” 


Dozier comments: ‘I have no knowledge of Harry 
Luce’s private devotions, and it would be quibbling to 
point out that if he rode, prayerfully or not, to the 36th 
floor he would indeed have had a good chance of 
ending up in heaven: the old Time-Life Building had 
only 34 floors.” 


Luce, a Presbyterian, married to an ardent

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Catholic convert, is buried in South Carolina in the 
corner of a vast estate he gave to the Trappists. He 
rests quietly after a life which certainly was tar from 
calm.

Now, five years later, he has come through 
many trials to be adopted by a publisher whose fame 
is great in that Bible-belt district. 


Coming along — and with some way to go — is Ed 
Shafranske, the budding composer of St. James 
parish in Solana Beach (see story page 16). A differ- 
ent mood from Yantis music, the Shafranske touch 
is,to me, less smooth, more urgent, more youthful. 


I still favor Nicolas Reveles, our seminarian com- 
poser, now at theology school in Washington, D.C. 
Out of all his works, the setting of Psalm 23 is, I be- 
lieve, one of the finest contemporary hymns. At a 
funeral for a teenager in St. Mary’s, Escondido, re- 
cently, it was sung as an entrance hymn — witha 
-beautiful, moving effect.

We aren't really 
practicing religion if we 
just go through the motions 
that represent soneone 
else’s beliefs. 


On the point about truth 
not being the most impor- 
tant consideration, I think 
perhaps he meant that we 
should consider everything 
at face value and apply the 
test of our own reasoning 


| and previously acquired 


knowledge to it. 


That way we make prog- 
ress in arriving at a working 
knowledge of the truth. 


Life is active and we must 
make decisions as we go 
along. We can’t wait until 
some authority makes a 
final decision on what is 
“true,” 


_ Humanly speaking, there 
are no final decisions. We 
must do the best we can 
with the understanding we 


@ have at the time. 


But I think we have an 
obligation to try to learn the 
truth, and the principal 
source of information on 
moral questions is the 
Church.

Question: 

When a priest drops the host when 
giving Communion, does he have to 
scrub the spot clean? I saw a priest 
drop a host at Mass recently and he 
picked it up and gave it to the next 
in line. He did not seem to mark the 
spot where the host had_ fallen, 
though. 


Catholic theology has rightly upheld the 
truth that, after the consecration, Christ is 
truly and really present under the appear- 
ance of bread — or, if you prefer, the acci- 
dents of bread remain, but the substance 
does not. 


J. Lecuyer emphasizes in a recent edition 
of Notitiae that “Christ is present in the 
species of bread as long as these pieces 
remain bread and as long as the sign of 
bread remains.” And cites A. M. Roguet who 
argues: “It is important that the sign of 
bread is true — not only that it is physically 
or chemically intrinsically bread, but also 
that it is in truth bread apparently and 
phenomenally.” 


The New Order of the Mass reinforces 
this: “The nature of the sign demands that 
the material for the eucharistic celebration 
appear as actual food.” (283) 


The same document specifies that “If a 
host or any particle should fall, it is to be 
picked up reverently.” Nothing is said 
about washing the spot. The underlying 
reasoning seems to be this: Christ remains 
present in the Eucharist as long as the sign 
of bread exists. But a minute crumb is not 
considered to be bread and therefore the 
presence of Christ is.not contained in it.

Will it come to this? — 


For the scrupulous, however, a word of 
reassurance: newly ordained priests are 
traditionally instructed to have the inten- 
tion of consecrating the host but not any 
particles (crumbs). 


After he picks up the host, what should 
the priest do? There are several pos- 
sibilities: the first would be to place the 
host in the tabernacle so that he could con- 
sume it later; or, secondly, place the host 
back in the ciborium. In that way, no one 
would know who actually received that host. 


Question: : 
Why do we as Catholics keep Sunday 
as a day of rest? Christ said: “You put 
aside the commandment of God to 
cling to human t:aditions.” (Mark 7:8) 
How can we expect to get to heaven 
if we don’t keep all of God’s com- 
mandments? 


At the outset, I would refer to an excellent 
book entitled The Lord’s Day in which the 
author, Paul Jewett, reminds us: “On one 
point the scholars are all agreed. The first 
day (i.e., Sunday instead of ‘Sabbath’ or 
Saturday) was celebrated by Christians as 
a festival of the Resurrection; Sunday 
observance is grounded in the Easter event. 


“But precisely how this came about is not 
easy to explain. It might be deemed strange 
that a custom so anciently attested and uni- 
versally accepted as Sunday worship should 
elude our grasp as to its precise origin. 


“But just because it was agreed that 
Christians should observe the first day by 
a common consent, the details of exactly 
when, where, and why this usage came

about seem never to have engaged the wri- 
ters of Scripture and the most ancient 
fathers.” 


Available evidence indicates that in the 
early Church both the Sabbath and Sunday 
were observed. It is true that we have no 
New Testament record of our Lord’s having 
abrogated the Sabbath, although Justin 
(c.150) insists that it was in fact the Lord who 
determined that Sunday should be a day of 
weekly religious observances. 


So well known to the pagans was the 
Christian observance of Sunday that some 
considered the Christians just another sect » 
of sun-worshippers. 


Besides the importance of Sunday as 
Christ’s resurrection-day, the Christians 
were also conscious of the Lord’s own 
attitude as reported in the Gospels: more 
than once he violated the Sabbath 
(Saturday) laws, insisted that the Sabbath 
is made for man and not man for the Sab- 
bath, and proclaimed himself as Lord of the 
Sabbath. 


In view of this, Jewett summarizes the 
early Christian attitude: ‘‘The freedom with 
regard to the Sabbath observance which 
marked the Christian community and dist- 
inguished it from Judaism is grounded in 
the freedom which Jesus himself claimed as 
Lord of the Sabbath. 


“Christians would never have come to 
worship on another day, apart from this 
freedom respective the observance of the 
Sabbath, a freedom bequeathed to them by 
the Lord himself, whose presence was the 
fulfillment. of the Sabbath. rest.”

Mexicali and for almost exactly three minutes an 
opening in the skies let the sun shine through — the 
only sun of the afternoon. 


ASSISTED BY Msgr. Luis Balderas from Calexico 
and ten other priests, the bishop concelebrated the 
Misa Panamericana on the baseball diamond between 
the home plate and the pitcher’s mound. 

During his 35-minute homily, Bishop Perez Gil . 
reminded the 1,000 Mexican-Americans present that 
they had come to a land of immigrant people, but they 
were a special immigrant group. 

“You bring with you,” he said in Spanish, “‘your 
faith, your Church. You have been chosen by God to 
carry this responsibility and to witness the faith.”’ He 
also told them ‘‘you are all Juan Diego,”’ the central 
figure of the Guadalupe story. 

THE FIESTA QUEENS and attendants stood in the 
cold, family members coming forward periodically to 
give them a coat to put over their chilled shoulders. 

The altar boys, sodalities, community groups and 
their banners and flags stood, sang and celebrated. 
But the cold day cut attendance by half from last year 
when the sun was hot. 

At a reception later at Our Lady of Guadalupe hall, 
hosted by Father Dominic De Pasquale, Bishop Perez 
Gil gave his first English speech, in which he said how 
happy he was in his association with Bishop Leo T. 
Maher. 

HE SAID THAT both he and Bisnop Juan Jesus 
Posadas of Tijuana found joy in their relationship with 
the San Diego diocese across the border.

Declaring that many 


issues — abortion, lack of. 


vocations, alienation of 
youth from religion, poverty, 
racial injustice and others — 
“press us hard,” the prelate 
told 600 priests at St. 
Joseph’s Seminary, that they 
cannot be ‘“‘effective pastors 
of souls unless they pay 
attention to issues of civic 
and social importance... 


“But, it is a disorder, and 
ultimately a destructive one 
for a priest to devote himself 
exclusively to issues that are 
largely political or social, or 
even cultural or _— in- 
tellectual.”’ 


THE CARDINAL warned 
that such a_ preoccupation 
will distract the priest from 
crucial pastoral and 
religious matters ‘‘which 
must be central to his life...” 


He asserted that Catholics 


“ have a right to find in the 


rectories and churches ‘‘men 
who are devoted primarily to 
the work of religion and the 
pastoral care of souls.”’ 


Happiness for the priest 
will depend largely on his 
knowing his life’s goal, his 
adjustment to reality, his 
generosity, and ‘‘an un- 
derlying love of God...” 

IF THESE are not present, 
the prelate contended, ‘‘then 
no pattern of work, no 
relationships with peers or 
superiors, no control of his 


own affairs and certainly no 
‘mechanical’ reforms of 
priestly work will make him 
a happy man or encourage 
high morale.” 


Cardinal Cooke also 
warned against the ‘‘wholly 
unworthy”’ role of a priest 
who urges a fellow priest to 
quit the priesthood. 


The departure of a man 
from the ministry is a ‘‘great 
sorrow — not to be 
celebrated or held up as an 
ideal solution to the 
problem” he said. 

REFERRING to reports of 
“uncharitable,’ behavior by 
priests, the cardinal urged 
total charity in approaching 
other priests, religious and 


laity when there is a dif- 


ference of opinion. 
He noted that 
rectories, ‘‘accusation 
replaces’ profitable 
disagreement and alienation 
replaces fraternity.”

“No opinion...supersedes 
Christ’s first law of charity,” 
he said. 


THE CARDINAL warned 
against ‘‘ridicule’’ of 
Catholic doctrine and the 
teaching authority of the 
Pope, noting that ‘“‘some few 
priests speak disparagingly”’ 
of Catholic doctrine. 


With regard to celibacy, he 
said ‘‘no compromise will be 
tolerated’ if a priest chooses 
to defy the law and gives 
scandal. 


At the same time, he urged 
priests to avail themselves of 
opportunities for personal 
and professional develop- 
ment, especially in 
theological knowledge and 
pastoral service.

DUBLIN — Voters in the 
Republic of Ireland over- 
whelmingly approved a 
constitutional change 
removing the Catholic 
Church’s ‘‘special position”’ 
in Irish national affairs. 

Rescinded in the country’s 
1937 constitution was sub- 
section 2 of Article 44: 


“The state recognizes the 
special position of the Holy 
Catholic Apostolic and 
Roman Church as_ the 
guardian of the Faith 
professed by the great 
majority of the citizens.” 


LIKEWISE DELETED 
was another subsection 
which ‘‘also recognizes’’ 
other Churches existing in 
Ireland when the con- 
stitution became effective in 
1937.
